The virulent attack 
of John 


Shearman upon the missionaries of 
Hawaii and indirectly the Amer- 
ican Board has attracted such 
widespread attention, that those 
interested in the work and the 
truth of what has been done could 
not be expected to allow such a 
tirade to go unnoticed. 
Below is 


given the text of a letter sent East 
yesterday, written by William R 
Castle whose knowledge of the true 
worth of the men Mr. Shearman 
attacks is unquestioned : 


HONOLULU, March 19,1895. 


To THE PASTOB AND MEMBERS OF 


THE PLYMOTTTH CHUKCH, Brook- 
lyn, N*-w York. 


DEAB FRIENDS: Observing in the 


New York Evening Post of tht- 27th of 
February, that Mr. Thomas G Shear- 
man had marie certain statements re- 
garding the American Missionaries in 
Hawaii, which law sure from the 
gentleman'a character are Dot made 
wilfully, but through an entire mis- 
apprehension of the facts, I crave 
your indulgence for a few moments in 
the interest of justice aud truth. 


During a residence of several years 


in 
Brooklyn, I was a 
member 


of the Puritan Church, yet 1 often 
beard Mr. Beecher, and learned to 
love and admire him as your people 
did. I was also impressed with the 
fact that Americans loved fair play 
and will not willingly condemn with- 
out hearing both sides. But there is 
a stronger reason why you should 
bear the truth, and that Is because a 
great wrong has been done to a noble 
and self sacrificing body of men—the 
American Missionaries to the Sand- 
wich Islands. 


It is true that when the mission- 


aries arrivtd in 1820, the Hawaffaas 
were in a transition state. The chiefs 
especially who were intelligent to a 
degree not to be expected iu a people 
so recently heathen, eaw tbat, their 
idol worship was largely foolish and 
they demred anmeohw to swing into 
line with the march of civilization. But 
it is a mistake to say they were ready 
for conversion in the t-ense that it is 
used in the churches and by Christ, or 
St. Paul. They were buried in tbe 
tolls of a dark and fearful super- 
stition and it was not until 1832 
that 
any 
great 
and 
marked 


changes 
in 
the 
religious 
char- 


acter of the people took place. 
For 


many years tne entire nation remain- 
ed in tbe darkest heathenism and 
subject to a most absolute despotism. 
The courtesy 
and 
kindness with 


which the missionaries were treated 
was remarkable, although they were 
subjected to privations and trials of 
which you have no conception. 


They continuously refused presents 


of lands and other things and devoted 
themselves to their work with the 
same self-denying enthusiasm that 
brought them to this distant field. In 
1837 a wave of what might be called 
religious enthusiasm swept over the 
nation, and thousands were baptised 
and received into the churches. But 
tbe missionaries of that date, while 
thanking God for this great mercy, 
were not blind to the fact that human 
nature is the same the world over, 
and, 
if darkened by gross heathenism, 


is even more difficult to change than 
in civilized countries, where one is 
surrounded by Bible influences. Their 
fears were justified by events that fol- 
lowed closely upon the great revival. 
And I may say in short, tbat tbe na- 
tives of Hawaii have not been and are 
not today any more religions than 
even civilized Brooklyn^ 
with 
its 


burches, its strikes, Its poverty, and 


fearful injustice which is at its very j 
doort).

The missionaries earnestly sought j 


the enlightened advance of this na- 
tion; they urged upon the king and 
chiefs repression of drunkenness, the 
recognition of the Sabbath, the estab-. 
lisbment of 
courts of justice, the ! 


granting of equal rights, the giving 
of homesteads to the people, aud it 
was owing to their influence that a 
civilized government wa« established 
and has been maintained in Hawaii, 
[n these thing" they were bitterly op- 
posed by the English, American and 
French traders, who came to this 
country for purposesof gain only, and 
t was from this opposition that arose J 
,be contemptuous phrace, "mission- 
aries," which in a greater or less <le 
;ree exists to the present day, aud 
ban been revived with great bitterness | 
within the past two or three years for 
> 


tbe puri.o«e of injuring and heaping j 
contempt upon tho«e who denire good | 
and etiligbtrmd government (or Ha- 
waii, irrespective of reliftciUH tenden- 
cies. Let me illustrate. A few yearn 
ago an American, who wa* fptakmp 
with great bitterness and contempt of

Iii 1848 the policy urged by tin 


American missionaries, some of whom 
bad left the mission and gone into the 
service of the Government at the ear 
nest request of the chiefs and king, 
regarding lands was at last put ink 
eSect. Up to tbat lime tbe king hac 
been the feudal lord. The chiefs helc 
under him with somewhat uncertain 
tenure: the common people bad noth 
lug. They bad no right which was 
respected by "the king or chiefs. They 
belonged to tbe land and became re- 
tainers of ei'ch chiefs as from time to 
time ' >herited the property. After 
great f>.'position the chiefs yielded to 
the king and gave up the great bulk 
of their lands, who then retained cer- 
tain lands as a royal domain for the 
support of the head of the Govern- 
ment, and then made over certain 
other lands to the chiefs, and tbe 
great remaining body was turned over 
to the Government to constitute "Gov- 
ernment lands." Aland commission 
was then created with orders to exam- 
ine all claims and award fee simple 
titles, and especially to give lauds in 
fee lo such common people as could 
show that they or their ancestors had 
occupied certain parcels for a long 
period. The result of this was tbat 
even tbe king aud chiefs bad to come 
before this commission to secure their 
titles, and over 11,000 awards were 
made to the common people by which 
they obtained their little homesteads 
and farms. These ranged from one- 
hair acre to several acres in extent anc 
aggregated 28,650 acres. At this time 
tbe American Board, on behalf of the 
mission, received awards for tbe sites 
of schools and churches, together with 
tbe homesteads of tbe missionaries 
and, in a few instances, additional 
tracts for pasturing their domestic 
animals. It must be borne in mind 
tbat at that date the lands of tbe 
country were of very small value and 
that in Rome instances a hundred 
acres could be bought at from ten to 
twenty dollars. In pursuance of this 
enlightened policy the Minister of Inte- 
rior offered the public lands for sale and 
the common people bought immense 
tracts at prices ranging from 25 cents 
to $5 an acre At this time a very few 
missionaries bought lands in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of their resi- 
dences, In no instances aggregating 
more than a few hundred acres in ex- 
teat. They bad families to support, 
and I suppose, with ordinary fore- 
thought, believed that 
something 


must be done for the future. Still, if 
the somewhat peculiar and extraor- 
dinary ideas of some people in the 
United States, with regard to what 
missionaries ought to be, are correct, 
then this foresight must have been a 
sin! 
One of these worldly-minded 


and 
property-seeking 
missionaries 


about 1861 or 1862 induced a number of 
capitalists in Honolulu to join with 
him in establishing a sugar plantation 
.•oto which he threw his own lands. 
His purpose and object, as shown by 
the records, was to furnish occupation, 
labor and remuneration to tbe people 
of his district who were cursed with 
idleness largely dependent on insuffi- 
cient employment. But tbe people of 
the 
district 
prospered, their grass 


bouses were pulled down, they bought 
more laud and became property own- 
ers and built improved dwellings. 
It 


was many years—not, indeed, until 
after tbe Reciprocity Treaty became a 
fact—that this plantation paid any- 
thing at all, since wbicb time it has 
paid,sometimes small sometimes large, 
ilvidends, and i am sorry that the 
truth compels me to admit that this 
self-same missionary stopped taking 
any pay from the American Board 
while he continued his missionary 
work, and at the same time gave 
large gifts, covering sometimes his 
entire income, for the establishment 
of schools, the building of churches 
and in gifts to the American Board. 
While I atn tempted to be a little sar 
castic, I am sure that Mr. Shearman 
will be glad to know of these facts and 
that the same are true with regard to 
one or two other missionaries, but 
more particularly in the case of a con- 
siderable number of SODS of mission- 
aries who have engaged in legitimate 
trade or agriculture or commerce, 
through whose generosity churches 
and 
tchools have been 
built and 


are now maintained. Their gifts in 
many instances cover a large portion 
of their income. I wish that every 
fact in this regard could be reduced to 
writing and a contrast made, or com- 
parison, with what is done by your 
wealthy manufacturers, 
merchants 


and railroad kings. But, unfortunate- 
ly, these people don't seem to want 
these things made public; but I know 
whereof I speak, because I am treas- 
urer or a trustee in many Hawaiian 
charitable organizations, and have re- 
ceived these large gifts generally with 
injunctions of secrecy. 


Mr. Shearman is iu error with re- 


gard to his figures and facts. In IbCS, 
upon the visit of Dr. Anderson to the 
islands for the purpose of putting the 
Hawaiian churches upon a self-gov- 
erning and independent basis, he was 
opposed almost unanimously by the 
missionaries who, 
while they ad- 


admiiUid 
that 
the 
natives had 


almost 
universally 
acquired 
the 


rudiments of education—were quiet 
and law abiding in outward things, 
and generally had tbe manners and 
appearance of civilization—yet knew 
them well mough to know that they 
were not fit (or self government, and 
that carrying out 
Dr. Anderson's 


plan must hnve ruinous results They 
were, however, overruled, and the 
result hat far more than justified their 
fears 
I nm indeed inclined to think

today. If the natives will joiu with 
the Intelligent aud christianized for 
eign element, the inlands cau have an 
enlightened and civilized government. 
Bui the absurdity of sayiug that tbe 
missionaries' sous are responsible for 
the 
present 
state 
of 
affairs Is 


shown by the fact that out of the sev- 
eral thousand people of white blood 
who control the government of this 
country, at present less thau three 
hundred are tue actual sons or grand- 
children of missionaries and of these, 
a majority are girls and infants ! 


When 
the 
missionaries arrived 


there were probably 160,000 people 
here, who are now reduced to about 
34,000 of aboriginal birth or descent. 
Had it not been for the missionaries 
probably the nation would have-been 
wiped out long aero in fire and blood. 
They are doing wliat they can, today, 
to save and enlighten the remnant. 
Leprosy and other destructive dis- 
eases came with the contact of civili- 
zation with a heathen nation. History 
shows tbat several times missionaries 
were in danger of their lives because 
they had helped In tbe enactment oi 
laws against tbe licentious Intercourse 
of thousands of debased sailors with 
the native Hawaiian. Yet Mr. Shear- 
man directly charges tbat the mis- 
sionaries are responsible for these 
awful facts ! 


I have Bhown that the facts with 


regard to land are exactly opposite to 
what he asserts. I doubt his asser- 
tion that "the missionaries' sons and 
associates boast that they owa four 
fifths of the property of the Islands." 
I have not beard this boast. They 
and others who are acquainted with 
the facts do state tbat four fifths and 
probably more of the property value 
in the Islands have been created aud 
are now owned by Americans. Very 
few of these, however, are connected 
with tbe missionaries. To give exact 
figures one missionary and six mis- 
sionaries' sous may be called wealthy 
from their property interests in these 
Islands. Their ownership in land Is 
connected entirely with plantation 
interests, and probably would not ex- 
ceed 10 000 acres of valuable agricul- 
tural land. Besidts these there is one 
missionary and seven missionaries' 
sons who are perhaps in fairly com- 
fortable circumstances from business, 
but who do not own land or other 
property especially. 
Aside from them 


the great body of the surviving mis- 
sionaries aud the children or other des- 
endants of missionaries are either very 
poor, in some instances enduring act- 
ual poverty, or they earn a bare liveli- 
hood from small salaries or independ- 
ent business or professions. But if it 
is wealth to have character and ster- 
ling worth then I believe most of the 
missionaries' 
children 
are 
quite 


wealthy, for almost without exception 
their records are honorable. 


Strictures with regard to the labor 


question are equally erroneous. Most 
of the labor laws were made, and Chi- 
nese and other foreigners were intro- 
duced into the country when the voice 
and control of the missionaries was 
nothing, or next to nothing. When 
sugar plantations were first established 
living was cheap and laborers were 
paid from six to eight dollars a month, 
but after the increasing number of 
plantations and the absolute insuffi- 
ciency of labor induced the importa- 
tion of foreign labor, wages rose from 
these figures to as high as eighteen to 
twenty dollars a month with many 
things, such as lodgings, medical at 
tendance, schooli Dg, a parcel of ground 
for cultivation, etc., thrown m. 


Tbe strictures with regard to Father 


Damien and "the one missionary's" 
staiement with regard thereto, while 
susceptible of considerable explana- 
tion may well be passed by with the 
remark that this statement was made 
in answer to a private letter from the 
United States, was never intended for 
publication, and simply reflected cur- 
rent remark here, and in so far as it 
relates to the refusal of Congrega- 
tional Christians to go to tbe leper 
settlement and live and work among 
that class of uuforunates, the stnctuie 
is not true. 
With regard to Mr. Shearman's 


statements about some barbaric laws, 
I merely have to say tbat, as I am a 
lawyer, I ought to he acquainted with 
such statutes, but regret to say that I 
do not know of auy that bear out his 
remarks. 
I must ask youi indulgence for this 


already too long letter. My object 
aas been to have your great church 
and congregation made acquainted 
with the facts and that you may not, 
through misstatement?, misjudge the 
!a.bor and 
character of 
the very 


noble band of men and women who 
came and gave their life aud energies 
to the elevation of this people, aud 
whose work and lives are a vindica 
Lion of the self-sacrificing wisdom and 


hristianity which sent them here. 


With regard to the present govera- 
ment-the Republic of Hawaii—its 
'ounders and supporters, their charac- 
ter, their doings, and what they have 
accomplished, I have nothing to say. 
[ am content to leave all this to the 
Inal verdict of history. But the facts 
that I have alleged with regard to the 
missionaries are sustained by records. 
Vlr Shearman's strictures are not 
aacked by record, and if he is the man 
aud Christian I take him to be, he 
will look up his evidence like a lawyer, 
and then, like a Christian, stand again 
before the prayer meeting of Plymouth

of State Gresham has requested Presi- 
dent Dole of Hawaii to recall Minister 
Tburston on the ground tbat he haq 
become persona non grata. This re- 
quest was forwarded to Honolulu about 
ten days before the adjournment of 
Congress. Tbe grounds on which it 
was based were that Thurston had 
violated diplomatic etiquette by giv- 
ing out news to certain newspapers 
and the press associations calculated 
to intensify and increase the feellnp;

in this country favorable to the an- 
nexation of tbe Hawaiian Islands, and 
had, moreover, made a speech at a 
banquet of tbe Board of Trade last 
winter in which he advocated annex* 
ation. These were, in the eyes of 
Gresham and Cleveland, heioons of- 
fenses, and there is much agitation in 
diplomatic 
aud 
political 
circles. 


Grave, diplomatic and acute politi- 
cians are fluttering about like doves 
when tbe hawk is hovering over their 
heads. It is recalled that Cleveland, 
during his first admioisration, and 
when he was a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, requested the recall of Sackville 
West, British minister, for writing a 
letter to a supposed naturalized Eng- 
lishman at Los Angeles advising him 
to vote the Democratic ticket, of 
which Cleveland was the head. In 
Giant's time Caiacazky, Russian min- 
ister, was recalled by request for mix- 
ing himself up in doubtful public and 
private transactions. 
So there are 


precedents for this sort of thing, and 
precedents are the breath of life to the 
diplomatic soul. 


TIICRSTON'S STRANGE ADMISSION-. 
Gossips were conjuring with a ru- 


mor late this afternoon that the Span- 
ish minister's recall will be demanded. 
His offense is alleged to be similar to 
Thurston's, in that he gave an Inter- 
view to the newspapers a few days 
ago criticising Secretary Gresham. 


A New York newspaper of Febru- 


ary 13th contained a Washington dis- 
patch statin <? that Minister Thurston 
has received official advices of the 
sentences passed upon alleged con- 
spirators in the late insurrection, and 
names and other imp rtant data were 
given. Two days later Secretary 
Gresbam sent for Minister Thurston 
He took Thurston into his private 
room and in a white rage accused him 
of giving official information to the 
American newspapers before commu- 
nicating it to the Department. Secre- 
tary Uresham says the Hawaiian min- 
ister admitted that bis act had been 
undiplomatic. Tbe entry of the oc- 
currence on the State Department 
records states this fact, and it is im- 
portant, as the records will form the 
official 
bintory of the 
occurrence. 


Minister Thurston today declined to 
say whether he had admitted ttiat it 
was undiplomatic. It was a remarkable 
admission for him to make, f he did, 
under the spell of Secretary Gresham's 
sweatboi. 
Old diplomat* «ay 'hat 


such an admission from a diplomat 
would foreverdi'-qualify turn for future 
service in his phoi-eti field and cover 
him wilh everlasting din^race. The 
record* of the State Department show 
that the Hawaii in Minister admitted 
that he had t>em entity of an undiplo- 
matic act, hut 'id- nied to comply with 
KecreUrj (ire-ham's request to put 
the fact n « riling.

source near the Minister it was learned 
that there had always been friction 
between Tburston and Gresbam. 80 
acute has this feeling become that 
Thurston for several weeks, in fact 
anterior to Gresbam's letter to Dole, 
has not gone about the State Depart- 
ment, the business of the legation be- 
ing 
transacted by Mr. 
Hastings, 


Secretary of Legation. Tbere is no 
doubt of Tburston's knowledge of 
Gresham's letter, and that, in fact, he 
knew of it within a day or two at 
most of its sending. 


A diplomat said to the Examiner 


correspondent that it is understood in 
these days when a foreign representa- 
tive is declared persona non grata 
by tbe Government to which he is 
accredited, that this does not mean 
simply that he is unpleasant or dis- 
tasteful to the head of tbe Govern- 
ment, but to the people who really 
compose the Government. Formerly 
the wishes or whim of tbe king con- 
trolled in these matters, but now 
when the people are sovereign, they 
are the ones to be connidered. Thus, 
he argued that Thurston might be 
persona non grata to Gresham or 
President Cleveland, and yet be per- 
sona grata to the people of the United 
States. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—An inti- 


mate friend of Minister Thurstou,now 
in Washington, says that Tburston 
has DO official information as to the 
request for his recall, while at tbe 
same time he has uo doubt that cuph 
•i PUjrge-tion will be made to 
the 


Hawaiian Government. It is likely, 
however, that Thurston will continue 
to look afU-r Hawaiian interests in an 
unofficial manner.

Minister Thuiston ha*

popular in Washington ever since lie 
arrived here, a little more thau two 
years ago, as one of the commissioners 
to negotiate a treaty of annexation 
between the United States and Ha- 
waii. His popularity with the Harri- 
son Administration, which at that 
time was upholding the < ause of the 
Hawaiian Republic, seemed, however, 
to have rendered Mr. Tburston dis- 
tasteful to the Cleveland Administra 
tion, and especially to the Secretary 
of State. Nothing that be did was 
satisfactory, aud he was snubbed auit 
ignored on all possible occasions 


This ill feeling was carried to the 


extent of denying him certain soctal 
courtesies due his position, but the 
Minister never complained, but found 
comfort in the reflection that nine 
tenths of the American people were 
Weudly to him aud his Government, 
apd bitterly opposed to and ashamed 
of the perfidious policy mid actions of 
tbe Secretary of fritate. 


It is recalled now that Thurston has 


not been at tbe Department in person 
recently, although Mr. Hasungi, his 
secretary, has bees a frequent visitor, 
though on uo diplomatic errands so 
far as can be ascertained. 


One of the most notable cases of the 


recall of a foreign Minister demanded 
by the United Slates Government 
was that of Mr. Catacazy, Russian 
Minister at Washington during Presi 
'lent Grant's flrst 
admmietration 


The circumstances in this case are 
fully ^Bl forth in Wharton's D'gest 
In the correspondence that passed 
between Secretary Fish and American 
M i n i s t e r Curtis it Is held that "an 
official or authorized statement that a 
MiniBtcr lias made himself un'iccept-

Becoming 
rather tired of the 'style' of tb< 
plaee, Townsend and myself telkec 
the matter over and concluded to 
take private lodgings during th 
remainder of our stay in the city 
" When Kinney left us, which 


was on March 19th, he spoke o" 
going to Salt Lake City, where hi 
has some interests. We saw noth 
ing of him after that. Two day 
later the papers stated that he 
was in Vancouver attending to the 
cases of the three exiles who 
brought suit for heavy damages 
against the C. A. S. S. Company 
" Townsend and myself felt the

New Dark Cells being Made. 
Jailor Low is having consider 


able improvements made at the 
reef. The old and partially dark 
cells in the basement have been 
torn out and four new ones are 
being constructed on the Ewa side 
of the building.

A number of the cells 
below were cracked from the same 
cause. 
Bowler and Walker were 


put to work repairing the building, 
and, through their experienced ef- 
forts, the walls and cells have been 
put in first-class condition. 


Rickard, Seward, Ashford and 


Marshal are looking quite well, con- 
sidering their recent illness. They 
are not required to perform any 
labor, spending most of the time in 
the hospital department. The men 
have no complaint to make and 
are submitting to the inevitable 
with the best grace possible.

THOUGH Congressman McCreary 


denies having sent Judge Dixon to 
this country to investigate the an- 
nexation problem, the report ren- 
dered by the Judge will be none 
the less interesting and instructive 
to the American people notwith- 
standing several bad breaks which 
are the result of a hurried survey 
of Hawaiian politics. 


THREE days after the news of the 


appointment of "Matt" Ransom as 
Minister to Mexico reached that 
country, the Mexican volcano of 
Orizaba broke into a violent state 
of eruption. 
Mr. Ransom is the 


only diplomat who has been greet- 
ed with a display of fireworks in 
the land to which he was accred- 
ited. Since Mexico has set the ex- 
ample the question as to what 
Madame Pele i a waiting for arises. 


annexation is given con- 


siderable prominence in the United 
States following upon the present 
political troubles in that country. 
Senator Morgan says, "I have al- 
ways been a Cuban annexationist, 
for tho island is an important one 
to the United States." The same 
might well be said of all the larger 
islands of the West Indies. The 
failure of the United States to 
assume control of her natural mili- 
tary outposts, aside from the com- 
mercial reward which might be 
gained by both the interested par- 
ties, is not the result of a broad, 
far-seeing policy. 


REPORTS 
OF THDRSTON'S 
RECALL 


Authentic btaleuienta upon the 


true inwardness of Minister Thurs- 
ton's proposed ruturn to this coun- 
try are at the present time very 
meagre. The reports given out by 
the authoritiea or Minister Willis 
all show that the newspapers ap- 
pear to know more of the affairs 
in the State Department than do 
the officials themselves. 
The fact 


however that Mr. Thurston is on 
his way to this country when he 
had given no previous intimation 
by letter that such were his inten- 
tions, gives the reports a certain 
amount of truthful color. It will 
also be remembered that in Ha- 
waiian affairs at least the people 
have received news of the secret 
action of the American Executive 
through the newspapers before be- 
ing informed officially. Though this 
method appears peculiar to the 
present officials in power it is none 
the less to be taken into consider- 
ation in interpreting the reports 
thus far received. 


Again it cannot be denied that 


the present Administration is not 
inclined to be particularly friendly 
to the Republic and would not 
go out of its way to overlook 
any 
shortcomings which to its 


mind our foreign Minister might 
display. We cannot believe, how- 
ever, the head of the department 
would commit the wrong credited 
to him by partisan journals of 
the States. The administration, to 
many minds, has appeared critical 
and Minister Thurston, 
as an 


authority on Hawaiian affairs, has 
been eagerly sought by newspaper 
correspondents, and spoken with 
freedom upon the 
condition of 


affairs in this country, but we fail 
to see in any of the published inter- 
views any 
reflection 
upon the 


United States Government, except 
that the Republic is a standing re- 
proof to all that has been done by 
a foreign power to overthrow its 
right to rule. We are not inclined 
to believe that Mr. Thurston has 
admitted having acted in a manner 
unbecoming a diplomat or offered 
an apology to Secretary Gresham, 
verbally or otherwise. 


If there is no truth in the re- 


ports, the State Department is in 
duty bound to officially deny them 
and remove the stigma placed upon 
the representative of a foreign na- 
tion. It is certainly much to be 
regretted that strained relations 
should exist with a naturally 
friendly government, and we hope 
most sincerely that later advices 
may shed light of a more friendly 
nature upon this episode. 
Unfor- 


tunately, however, present appear- 
ances are against such a supposi- 
tion. 


the Senators remaining 


at Washington, the report of Min- 
ister Thurston's recall appears to 
be generally accepted as a fact. 
Senator Frye, of Maine, recently 
remarked : " If the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment can put up with Minister 
Willis, I think this Government 
might easily overlook such a trivial 
matter as that which was made an 
excuse for 
Minister 
Thurston's 


dismissal." There is always a dif- 
ference between tweedledee and 
tweedledum (especially when one 
is bigger than the other), and re- 
taliating measures are sometimes 
sought, but fortunately this Gov- 
ernment is not obliged to follow a 
bad example. 


THE attempted assassination of 


Li Hung Chang while within the 
borders of Japan, and practically 
under the protection of the Japan- 
ese Government, ia an incident 
much to be regretted in conse- 
quence of the renewed complica- 
tions that may arise. At all events, 
the JapaneseGovernmentis brought 
face to face with a new phase which 
cannot, he particularly tasteful, and 
may n p u l t seriously. Peace nego-

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A BBPtJBLIO, NOTWITHSTANDING 


Talkative members of the volun- 


tary deported who recently left the 
islands, failing to make any head- 
way or gain popular favor by means 
of the torture stories, have turned 
their guns of vituperation upon the 
Republic, its formation, and meth- 
ods of maintaining itself. C. W. 
Ashford, as might be expected, 
lashes himself into fury with the 
greatest freedom. He makes sweep- 
ing statements and uses stock 
phrases characteristic of his class 
both here and in the United States. 
The San Francisco Chronicle, in 
commenting upon his statements, 
gives a dissertation on republics 
which men of the Aehford type will 
do well to paste in their hats. 
It 


calls attention to the fact that the 
cardinal mistake of these men is in 
assuming that Americanism and 
republicanism 
are 
synonymous 


terms. "He seems to entertain the 
notion that because Hawaii has 
not assimilated itself in every way 
to the United States of America it 
cannot be a republic. Surely he 
has spoken without due reflection. 
He muHt kno v, at least in a gen- 
eral way, the hiHtory of the Repub- 
lics of R in\f, Venice, France, Mex- 
ico and thn various S'ateg of Cen- 
'ral and N>u h A r m r u i n > one of 
which w o* 
k>- t h e A n . f n r a n Re- 
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as, 
indeed 
France 
is 
under 


its 
parliamentary 
system 
of 


government 
and 
yet they are 


all confessedly republics. 
When 


a nation emerges from 
a suc- 


cessful 
revolution it must adapt 


itself to circumstances. 
It must 


find its bearings before it can carry 
a press of sail. Hawaii, threatened 
by Royalifat plots and schemes, 
standing on the verge of revolution, 
would have been unwise in the 
extreme to throw open the doors 
and give everybody the liberty 
which has been not only secured 
but regulated by a century of law 
and order in the United States, and 
yet the country is no less a repub- 


lic. 
Mr. Ashford and his colleagues 


would do well to make their peace 
with the Hawaiian Republic and 
go home and prove iheir love for 
their country by accepting the 
republic as a fixed fact and doing 
their duty as 
good 
citizens." 


These malcontents are in a most 
unsavory position, since it is by 
their constant enmity to all that 
points toward good government, 
that necessitates 
the 
Republic 


throwing oligarchical forms about 
it. 
If the disturbing elements 


will 
not 
submit 
to 
ordinary 


forms for keeping law and order, 
the Government must do the next 
best thing—establish an 'armed 
force. 
Should the Republic of 


Hawaii be reduced to the level of 
South American republics, which, 
though possible, ia far fron\ pro- 
bable, it will be on account of the 
debasing influence of just each men 
as are now confined in Oahu prison 
and their sympathizers across the 
water, not to mention those few 
still in the city who have managed 
to escape the clutches of the law. 


CAUSE OF STRIKES. 


Demonstrations of discontent up- 


on several of the sugar plantations 
of the country, particularly on the 
part of the Japanese, has given this 
question a serious prominence that 
demands investigation, and amelio- 
ration if such a thing is possible. 
A band of a tho.usand men, more 
or less, ignorant and consequently 
hard to handle, rebelling against a 
mere handful of their 
employers, 


who, if worst came to worst, could 
offer very little resistance and far 
from an overpowering influence, is 
a matter that cannot be winked at 
Our conditions are manifestly dif- 
ferent from those which surround 
the average laboring community of 
the United 
States or England. 


Wages can cut very little figure. 
Laborers come to this country un- 
der contract ; their monthly stipend 
is established by ironclad rules 
which are established and agreed 
upon by both parties, and which 
neither has a right to question. 
The employees bind themselves out 
with full knowledge of what they 
will receive financially during the 
term of the agreement. 


Since any difference of opinion 


with regard to wages is wiped out 
by both the employer and employee 
before the laborer enters the field, 
what then are we to fall back upon 
in solving the strike 
problem? 


Why is it that upon two planta- 
tions, where wages are the same, 
we find the laborers in constant 
turmoil upon one, and the work on 
the other moving along without 
break or hindrance? 
In many 


cases we believe the cause of the 
troubles may be found in the char- 
acter of the lunas employed. 
It 


requires a certain amount of dis- 
criminating intelligence to deal 
with even the lower class Japanese. 
Men of the lower ex-sailor or ex- 
cowboy type, who would rule with 
the whip-hand entirely, cannot be 
a howling success. Particularly is 
this true where the private life of 
the luna is not such as to make 
him amiable when he goes into the 
field in the morning. On Hawaii 
many of the planters have tried 
the experiment of importing intel- 
ligent young Scotchmen for lunas, 
with the rur>c»t satisfactory results.

Be the causes what they may, 


the effect is of sufficiently serious 
nature to demand an exhaustive 
investigation by the Labor Com- 
mission. If the Government can 
forestall the necessity of an arbi- 
tration board 
by legislation, it 


should certainly be supplied with 
facts and data to act advisedly. 


VOICE OP THE PRESS 


In its display of leniency the 


Hawaiian administration shows a 
comprehension of the true spirit of 
the modern Republic.—Washing- 
ton Star.

Report of Judge Dixon Regarding 


Affairs in Hawaii

IkTTK (Mont.), March 18—Ex- 


Congressman W. W. Dixon, who,it 
is understood, was sent to Honolulu 
by Chairman McCreary of the For" 
eign Affairs Committee of 
the 


House to make an investigation of 
recent events on the Islands, has 
returned to Bntte. He says he 
made an investigation of affairs in 
Hawaii, even to events as far re- 
mote as the overthrow of the queen, 
and the entire tenor of his remarks 
is in praise of President Dole and 
his government. He found the 
annexation 
sentiment 
growing 


among the natives and half breeds, 
who recognized the hopelessness of 
the cause of royalty and believed 
annexation would give Hawaiian 
sugar free entry into the United 
States and would therefore boom 
the Islands. 


Judge Dixon found that the re- 


cent attempted 
revolution has 


strengthened the republican gov- 
ernment greatly and that the gov- 
ernment is very conservative in the 
treatment of revolutionists, and not 
at all vindictive toward the sup- 
porters of the queen. The stories 
of torture, he says, were unfounded 
entirely, and no one was forced to 
leave the country, but many were 
given the option of standing court- 
martial or leaving the islands un- 
til such time as they would be given 
permission to return. 
He also 


found that the men who claimed 
the protection of the United States 
bad a fair hearing and will receive 
fair treatment. Martial law will 
be removed within a month or six 
weeks, and the queen's sentence 
remitted. 
The legislature will be 


convened in the spring, and a gen- 
eral election called for the election 
of a president. 


Judge Dixon thinks annexation 


is inevitable, and says that the 
only people who are opposed to it 
are the English residents of the 
islands. 


M'CREARY DENIES. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 18 —The 


report brought by Judge Dixon of 
Butte, Mont., from Hawaii, that 
ex-Queen Liliuokalani's sentence 
will be commuted and a general 
election called for the election of a 
President, 
is 
not credited by 


officials here. They cite the clause 
of the Hawaiian Constitution de- 
claring that Sanford Ballard Dole 
has been made President of the 
Republic of Hawaii, to hold office 
until 1900. 


Representative McCreary, who is 


referred to in the dispatch from 
Butte as having commissioned ex- 
Congressman Dixon to make an 
investigation at Hawaii, says : 


"I wish to deny the whole story. 


I never sent Judge 
Dixon to 


Hawaii, and did not know of his 
going until after he had gone. ' He 
went to recuperate the health of his* 
son, Mrs. Dixon remaining at San 
Francisco with a relative of mine. 
I never heard of an investigation of 
Hawaii for myself or for the For- 
eign Affairs Committe, and I have 
not received and will not receive a 
report on that subject."

The semi-annual meeting of the 


Oabu Association of Hawaiian Evan- 
gelical Churches began at Kaumaka- 
pili Church Wednesday a. m. Some 
forty pastors and delegates were in 
attendance. Rev. J. Kekahuua, the 
moderator at the last meeting, con- 
ducted the opening devotional ser- 
vices. Rev. E. 8. Timoteo was chosen 
moderator, aud Rev. Kimo Kavika, 
scribe. The usual committee appoint- 
ed by each church, through its dele- 
gate, reported ita condition and pro- 
gress for the past year. The church 
at Kalibi, still without a pastor, 
bad raised $500 for repairing their 
church, largely through the efforts of 
Mr. W. H. Cummings. The church 
at Waianae had settled their difficul- 
ties with their late pastor, but had not 
seen their way clear to call another 
pastor. The church at Walalua re- 
ported the continued success of their 
monthly musical entertainment to 
bring the people to the bouse of 
worship, interest them in the work 
of the church, and set in motion 
various enterprises for the promotion 
of the welfare of the community. 
The church at Kaneohe reported some 
trouble between the pastor and some 
of the deacons, arising out of scandals 
circulated in connection with the em- 
ployment of a singing-master to im- 
prove the musical abilities of the 
young people. 
In the afternoon, when the proposi- 
tion was made to hold three day's 
meeting next week for the special ob- 
ject of uplifting the religious life of 
the Hawaiian Evangelical Churches, 
some objection was, made to the selec- 
tion of Passion Week for such meet- 
ings as though they indicated ap- 
proval of observances of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Bnt further discus- 
sion brought out the general unanim- 
ity of sentiment in favor of such 
meetings at this time. Such fear was 
said to be as foolish as people's bowing 
tbeir beads when driving through a 
covered bridge. All good ideas are to 
be welcomed, and all helpers in good 
w.,rks. The Catholic priest at the 
Leper Settlement is not untrue to bis 
duty when he gives away bibles, that 
the.-e Scriptures which no Catholic 
Society has printed may be the means 
of enlightening and purifying the lives 
of the residents of Kalaupapa. Preach- 
ers of different doctrines are coming 
to the islands. Instead of claiming a 
monopoly of religious truth, every 
truly pious heart will rejoice in bid- 
ding God-speed to every earnest pur- 
pose and sincere desire for the ad- 
vancement of the Redeemer's king- 
dom of truth an i righteousness and 
love. 
The new difficulties and obstacles 


in the way of the gospel was the next 
subject of discussion. It was resolved 
to lay the matter before the Hawaiian 
Board with the rt-quest that a com- 
mittee oq Home Evangelization be 
appointed lo visit the churches in 
which there are special difficulties, 
and a-siat in straightening out the 
various fintanglemeuts. It was re- 
ported that the Hawaiian Board had 
already voted to bold a- special ses- 
sion to consider the situation of the 
Hawaiian churches, and eome to 
some determination as to what bad 
best be done 
Rev. E. S. Timoteo was 
recommended ffs a desirable meinber 
of such committee. 
The four parishes of Waianae, Ha- 
null, Walmanaio and Kalihi, now 
without pastors, were placed under 
the charge of special committees to 
visit and advise and assist in selection 
of pastors. 
The Association adjourned at 5 p.m. 
to meet again on Thursday at9a.m 
The Sunday School Association will 
meet at 2 p.m. 


The Evangelical Association re- 


sumed ita services at Kanmakapili 
Church at 9 a. m. Thursday. After 
the usual half hour of devotional exer- 
cises, some routine business waa trans- 
acted, and then the association listen- 
ed to addresses of Christian greeting 
from Rev. Dr. Birnle. pastor of the 
Central Union Church, and Miss M. 
P. Chamberlain, their delegate; also 
from Rev. O H. Gulick, In reference 
to the work among the Japanese, and 
Rev A. V Scares, pastor of the Por- 
tuguese Cnurch. 
On Mr. Soares' saying that the 
church was about t» raise funds to put 
up a larger place of worship, ihe 
Moderator called for contributions on 
the spot, and in a trice Mr. Soares re- 
ceived in silver coin $15.50.

The Sunday 
school at Makena, a district in VVal- 
mea, bad raised $200 and repaired t be 
chapel there under the superintend- 
ence of Mr. S. Andrews. The statist- 
ical reports gave the sum total of tbe 
numbers in attendance for all the 
Sabbaths of tbe six months, mounting 
up to hundreds and thousands. Some 
objection was made to this style of 
reckoning, but it was defended as the 
true business style, after tbe fashion 
of the Y. M. C. A. statistics. 
Tbe new Sunday School Magazine, 
the "Hoahana," published on the 15th 
of every mouth, was approved, and 
the Sunday .schools urged to order 
more copies and pay for them at the 
subscription price of SI per year, in 
order to increase the usefulness of the 
magazine.

A Writ of Error and a Bill of Exceptions 
are concurrent methods for the cor- 
recting of errors made in the lower 
courts—the conditions and limitations 
in each method being different. 


To avail one of a writ of error it is not 
essential that the point has been raised 
in tho Court below and made the sub- 
ject of exceptions. 


The fafhli-e of the clerk to note on bis

OPINION OF THE COUET BY JUDD, C.J. 


On the 25th May, 1894,, the defend- 


ants in error obtained a verdict 
against plaintiff in error for §500. 
Judgment was entered thereon three 
days later. The plaintiff in error 
took certain except ions to this Court 
which were heard at the last Septem- 
ber tern) and decided adversely to 
him, October 15tb. Oa the 17th 
December a writ of error was sued 
oat, which came on for hearing at 
. this term. The defendants in error 
moved that the writ be quasbed on 
varions grounds, the first one being 
that the petition for the writ does 
not c retain so allegation that the 
judgment was not fully satisfied. 
The plaintiff in error asked this Court 
to allow him to amend his petition 
by inserting this allegation, it being 
admitted that the judgment was not 
in fact satisfied. We held in Bowler 
v. Mclntyre, 
9 Haw.—that 
"it 


should be alleged in the petition that 
the judgment was not folly satisfied, 
this being a statutory prerequisite 
for the issuance of the writ." In 
that -case we refused to dismiss the 
writ on the ground of the omission 
of soch an allegation because issue 
bad been joined on the merits, 
though we would have dismissed the 
writ if the record showed that the 
judgment had been satisfied. In the 
case before us we think the amendment 
should be allowed. Under the gen- 
eral power of this Court to grant 
amendments in matters where we 
have original jurisdiction, we allow 
it because it will not prejudice the 
defendants in error—the object of 
the amendment being to have the 
petition'correspond with the facts. 


Tbe4hird ground for quashing the 


writ is that "the writ was not issued 
within six months from the rendition 
of the judgment complained of." 
The petition does not contain an 
allegation that the writ was brought 
within the sis months. Counsel for 
plaintiff in error shows as follows: A 
demurrer was interposed by him 
January 20, 1894, before the trial in 
the Circuit Court, he having discon- 
tinued his answer of the day previous. 
The demurrer was substantially a 
plea of miejoi&der of the defendant 
in error's husband. It was argued 
on the 25th May and overruled and 
the case proceeded immediately to 
trial. (It should be stated here that 
defendant in error filed a plea of 
general issue on the 22d May.) 
When the exceptions were argued 
before us the plaintiff in error asked 
us to consider the misjoinder of the 
husband of defendant m error. We 
found, October 15th (see lankea v. 
Oumnings, 
9 
Haw.—) that this 


question was not cognizable before 
us because the record did not show 
that any exception was taken or 
allowed to the overruling the de- 
murrer on that ground and was not 
sent up in the bill of exceptions. 
^Thereupon the plaintiff in error, on 
the 6th December, upon motif n and 
notice to opposing counsel, obtained 
an order of the Circuit Judge pre- 
siding at the trial that an amend- 
ment be made on the clei k's minutes 
as of May 26, 1894, (the day of the 
trial) to wit, "The demurrer having 
been argued by the respective conn- 
eel, and overruled by the Court, the 
defendant noted exceptions to the 
Court's ruling." The counsel for 
plaintiff in error contends that as the 
cause was still on the clerk's docket 
the judgment was not final and 
therefore the statutory period of 
limitation of six months had not run. 
We fail to appreciate the soundness 
of this proposition. The judgment 
on the verdict was entered May 25, 
1894; exceptions bad been overruled 
and there was nothing left to be done 
to perfect the judgment. The writ 
of error was sued out on the 17th 
December, nearly seven months after 
the judgment was entered. The fail- 
ure to enter on the minutes the fact 
that the demurrer was overruled and 
that exceptions were noted had no 
effect to suspend or postpone the 
judgment. 
This failure was the 


reason why the Circuit Judge dis- 
allowed an exception to his overrul- 
ing the dumnrrer and why it was not 
incorporated in th« bill of exceptions

But, even if no exception had in fact 


beeu taken to the overruling of the 
demurrer, or if the demurrer had not 
been interposed at all, a writ of error 
on the point of the alleged mie- 
joinder could have been sued out 
within six months from the rendition 
of judgment if the judgment had not 
been satisfied. 


The counsel for the plaintiff in 


error is under the impression that in 
order to avail himself of a writ of 
error he must have raised the point 
in the Court below and perfected his 
exceptions, if not sustained. This is 
not the law. "Any error appearing 
on the record, either of law or fact, 
or any cause which might be assign- 
ed as error at Common Law" may be 
corrected by writ of error. Sec. 3 
Chap. 95, Laws of 1892. Undoubt- 
edly if the ground of error in the 
cause had been made matter of ex- 
ception and had been decided in the 
Supreme Court, error would not lie— 
because the question would be res 
adjudicata. 
But the statute 
now 


makes a writ of error and a bill of 
exceptions concurrent methods for 
the correcting of errors made in 
lower courts—the conditions and 
limitations in each method being 
different. 


It was competent for plaintiff in 


error to have petitioned for his writ, 
within 
the statutory time, even 


though 
he had 
demurred, and, 


even if he had not demurred and the 
record did not state that the de- 
murrer had been argued and decided 
against him and that he had except' 
ed to the ruling. If it was essential 
to his case on the writ of error to 
ehow that the record was incomplete, 
be could, before joining in error, 
suggest a diminution of the record 
or procure a writ of wtiorari. 


We have been thus minute in our 


discussion of this case, as the Act of 
1892 is new and the practice under it 
ia not folly settled. The writ is 
quashed on the ground that it was 
not sued out within six months after 
rendition of judgment.

If both the doctor and the poet are 
right it follows that idle brains are un- 
healthy brains. No doubt tbere might be 
troth in the inference, but that ia not quite 
the point. Are all dreams siensof a diseased 
condition? To this the doctor says 'No." 
He divides dreams into two classes; those 
started by noised or other onuses ontside the 
sleeper, and thoso produced by pain, fever, 
or indigestion. 
Here we inject a fact. We rece ve runiti- 
tndes of U-tU-rs containing this affirmation, 
almost in identical words: "/ tray wort,? 
tired in 1he morning tJwn tdtfn 
I icftit- to 


bed." 
To ttiia the doctor has an answer. 
He sayH, "When ire frel irearied in the morn 
ing very likfly it rfulls from ilrraiii* Unit itr 
haw forgotten." 
Quite so. 


In other words mere is a bodi y condition 
which may prevent a person from working 
by day at bis usual calling, bnt obliges him 
to labour all nisht under a mental stimulus 
of which he knows notbiuK save by its re- 
sulting exhaustion. These unhappy wretches' 
toll harder, therefore, for no compensation, 
when they are ill, thau they h.-.ve to do to 
earn a living when they are well. What an 
infernal and frigntfnl fact! And this too 
without taking into account their physical 
suffering at ull times. "Night," aaid Cole- 
ridge, "is my hell." 
From one of the letters referred to we 


qnoto what a vomau says of b«r daughter: 
"Site was icorse tired ill a morning titan when 
she wfiit to bed." Poor girl, those "for- 
gotten dreams" bad tossed her about as a 
ship is tossed in a tempest. Night was her 
day of labour.

VASCOL'VEU (B. C.;, March i5.— 


Ten days ago a man named Houk, of 
Honolulu," arrived in Vancouver and 
represented himself as a lawyer sent 
by the Hawaiian Government to look 
into the case pending between the 
three deported men, Cranstoun, Muel- 
ler and Johnstoue, and the Canadian- 
Australian Steamship Company, that 
carried them away 
from Hawaii. 


Houk c^uld not produce any papers 
substantiating his story, and thoi-e 
who could give him information re 
fused to do so. 
A week later E. P. Davis, Q. C., 


who has had the case ostensibly for 
the steamship company and practi- 
cally for tbe Hawaiian Government, 
got a letter from Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Ilatch, advising him that 
Judge Advocate Kinney, the prosecut- 
ing attorney in the late court martial 
at Honolulu, would call on him. 
Judge Kinney's visit was kept so 
secret that, although he came by way 
of San Francisco, be had left Vancou- 
ver on his return before the nature of 
his visit was ascertained. 


He called upon one person only, 


Lawyer Davis. 
He came to him 


armed with voluminous documentary 
evidence bearing upon the case in 
point. He said he had been sent by 
tbe Hawaiian Government to the 
Coast for the purpose of mastering the 
details of the case, and that the Gov 
ernment was so much interested that 
it bad given him power to engage the 
beat counsel obtainable to watch the 
case for Hawaii. He considered the 
claims of the men preposterous. They 
wanted $50,000 and they were barely 
ekeing out an existence in Honolulu, 
previous to their being deported, he 
said. 


Lawyer Davis said that it is true 
that there is an agreement between 
the Hawaiian Government and the 
steamship company, hut he had seen 
the agreement and was satisfied that 
it was not binding on the Govern- 
ment. Tbe Government was taJiing 
the keen interest it did on account of 
tbe constitutional question at issue. 


Cranstoun, the American who was 


deported, said that the Hawaiian 
Government had put up bonds re- 
cently te the extent of the damages 
asked, to insure the steamship com- 
pany against possible loss in the suit. 


VANCOUVER (B C), March 28.—Ad- 


vocate Judge Kinney, of Honolulu, is 
in this city in connection with the 
suit of the deported men. Judge Kin- 
ney was closeted with the lawyers 
acting for the outlawed American, 
Cranstoun, all the afternoon. As yet, 
be is uncommunicative.

son's illness and death said: 
"His 
late illness was contracted while un- 
dergoing solitary confinement in the 
station-house in Honolulu during the 
uprising. He was confined to his bed 
during the last two weeks. 


"Peterson was the acknowledged 


head of his profession in Hawaii, hav- 
ing established for himself a reputa- 
tion for ability and integrity excelled 
by none at the Hawaiian bar. Dur- 
ing his last illness he constantly 
imagine! that he was still in prison 
and suffering from 
the indignities 


practiced on him. His last words 
were: 'I've got out of jail.' "

SCHOONEB 
WAHLBEBO 
RELEASED. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 26.—It will 
be remembered that in January last a 
lot of arms and ammunition was ship- 
ped from this port to tbe insurgents at 
the-Sandwich Islands on the schooner 
C. H. Wablberg. At San Diego the 
schooner was seized at the instigation 
of the Hawaiian authorities, and an 
appeal was made to United States 
District Attorney Foote, of this city, 
to hold Captain Martin, of the Wabl- 
berg, for perjury and a violation of 
tbe neutrality laws. 


The District Attorney has decided 
that, in view of the decision of Judge 
Boss in the Itata case and other pre- 
cedents, the United States ia without 
any legal grounds for action-in the 
premises. 
Captain Martin and his 


vessel will consequently be released. 


RETURN OF ENVOY DI.XON. 


BUTTE, (Mont.), March 16.—Judge 


Dlxou, who has been sent to Hono- 
lulu by Chairman MeCreary of tbe 
Foreign Relations Committee, re- 
turned today. 


While declining to discuss the ob- 


ject of his trip, he admits making a 
thorough investigation of tbe recent 
events on tbe islands, and givts it as 
his opinion that annexation is inevit- 
able. He says the natives are becom- 
ing enthusiastic annezationists, and 
all favor it except the English resi- 
dents. 


RICHARD'S CASE. 


LONDON, March 19.—Sir Edward 


Grey, in reply to a question of Hugh 
Lettrell, representing the Tavietock 
division of Devonshire, who has asked 
for information regarding tbe case of 
Mr. Rlckard, who was sentenced to 
death for taking part in the rebellion 
at Hawaii, and whose sentence was 
subsequently commuted to three year's 
imprisonment and a fine of 510,000, 
said that aa soon as tbe necessary 
papers were received the Government 
would decide whether it could inter- 
fere 


(JAl'TAIX DAVIES' DENIAL. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 18 —Among 


the Arawa's passengers was Captain 
William Davies, commander of the 
steamer Wuimanalo. Davies was ac- 
cused of taking arms to tbe rebels at 
Houoiulu. He denies that he suffered 
any Indignities at the hands of the 
Hawaiian Republic, as was reported. 
He says that although he is now an 
exile, he was the victim of circum- 
stances and hopes that some day his 
innocence will be proved 


DEATH OF ARTHUR PETERSON. 
Arthur P. Peterson, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Hawaii under the monarchy, 
and recently exiled with many others 
from the island-1, died yesterday at 
the California Hotel nay« the ri. F. 
Call of March 17th. His few fru-nda 
and brothers in exile were with him 
when he expired. They took charge 
of tbe remains, which will be Interred 
here. 


Arthur P. Peterson was born in 


New Bedford, Mass., of old Puritan 
stock, and was 38 years old. He went 


.. - 
Chronicle of 
March 1C. He readily consented to 
give his views on the situation at the 
islands. 


"Yes, I am a full-fledged 
exile 


now," said he, "and to tell the truth I 
am not a little surprised at being 
such. Not that I expected to be ac- 
quitted, but, on the contrary, because 
of my having been permitted to leave 
tbe islands with a whole ekin. 
real ly expected to be kept there and 
subjected to a long term of Imprison- 
ment or something even worse. 


"I feel very much agrieved on ac- 


count of the attitude of the American 
people in reference to our case. Be- 
cause the Provisional Government 
had its band play "Yankee Doodle" 
and declared itself to be a Government 
of the people by the people, you folks 
over here have run away with the 
idea that the so-called revolution 
which resulted in the present Govern- 
ment was\ simply civilization and 
freedom asserting itself and downing 
a tyranical monarchy. Never was a 
more serious mistake made. The fact 
of the matter is that the Dole Govern- 
ment is the most uu-American and 
repulsive 
combination imaginable. 


We exiles were sent away, not be- 
•ause we bad done anything wrong, 
sut because we believed in a true re- 
publican form of government and 
dared to dir-approve of the tyrany and 
misrule which usurped a former satis- 
factory government. 


"The American League over there 


is an organiizatlon formed to promote 
annexation to the United States. Its 
leading members are American citi- 
zen who have bad some experience in 
American politics. They are for the 
most part liberal in their ideas and 
are most persistent in their efforts to 
secure lenient treatment of tbe politi- 
cal prisoness lately arrested; whereas 
the 
so called 
'solid men' 
would 


move 
heaven and earth in their 


efforts to bring the leaders of tbe late 
movement to the gallows. The atro- 
city involved in tbe condemnation of 
American citizens by a lynch court, 
masquerading under the name of a 
military commission, is something 
which bhould come very closely home 
to every American. 


"The Constitution of Hawaii, bad 


and unrepublican as it is in most re- 
spects, at least professes to guarantee 
the right of trial by jury. But, 
though the Government had control 
of the judiciary—through its own ap- 
pointees ou the bt-nch, and had jurors 
who, in order to be eligible must take 
an oath abjuring the monarchy—they 
feared some of tlie parties whom they 
wished to convict might slip through 
their hands. Therefore 
the court 


martial was organized, not to try, but 
to convict, those 
who 
should be 


brought before it. This is the way we 
who do not believe in the present 
Government looked at tbe situation. 


"Tbe Grand Army of tbe Republic 


might do worse than to consider 
whether poor old Major Seward and 
Colonel V. V. Ashford, themselves 
Grand Army men, as well as other 
American citizens have received the 
rights to which they are entitled from 
the military court." 


Mr. Asbford dwelt at length upon 


the alleged Ill-treatment of the politi- 
cal prisoners. He had not fared so 
badly himself, he said, except from a 
spell of solitary confinement, but he 
declared that others bad been tor- 
tured by minions of the Government 
In the hope that they might be bar- 
rassed into giving evidence against 
themselves aud others of the pris- 
oners. 


Speaking of the ex queen, Ashford 


said he had spoken witb ber just be- 
fore boarding the Arawa. She was 
then a prisoner guarded by soldiers. 
He saiii he was satisfied that she 
would scorn tbe proposition made to 
ber to leave tbe country and accept an 
allowance of $10,000 a year. She 
would stay in her native country, he 
said, be ber fate what it may. 


"The party in power now doesn't 


want annexation," said Ashford, in 
conclu-uon. "They know that annex- 
ation means death to their power. 
Annexation would put an end to tbe 
contract laoor system, and that would 
mean tbe death of the sugar industry, 
really tbe only one there. There is 
going to be a lot of trouble over there 
yet on this annexation question." 


Asbford says he has no plans for 


the future just now, bis intentions 
being to res', himslf thoroughly before 
donning his armor. "I'm not through 
witb this business yet," be nald. "I 
don't consider that I have left the isl- 
ands for good by any means. There 
Is going to be nome more fun "

It has long been the general be- 


lief, especially among the natives, 
that certain species of fish inhabit- 
ing Hawaiian waters 
contained 


poisonous matter. The truth of the 
question received 
verification by 


the incident embodied below. 


Yesterday morning three Japan- 


ese fishermen named Nishimura, 
Tamagawa and Hashimoto, caught 
near Moanalua a number of the 
native oopu hui in their nets £fnd 
partook heartily of the fish, in 
company with the wife of Hashi- 
moto. Shortly afterwards the men 
began to experience violent pains 
Followed by a feeling of numbness 
of the body. Becoming frightened, 
;he two weaker ones drove into 
town in a cart, while the stronger 
walked, for the purpose of securing 
medical advice concerning their 
condition. 


Nishimura, the one who walked 


to town, went to the house of friends 
on Beretania street, nearly opposite 
Kaumakapili church and called Dr. 
Kojima. The other two went to Dr 
W. Kobayashi's office 
on Bere 


tania street, near Nuuanu street. 


It was soon found that no relie 


could be given the afflicted men 
All three were in the throes o 
death when the physicians exam 
ined them. 
Hashimoto was seni 


back to his wife in Moanalua, where 
he soon after expired. Yamagawa 
died at his wife's home in a smali 
alley leading from Fort street, near 
Kukui, and Mishimura succumbed 
in a house near the Kamakapili 
church. 


The woman who, in company 


with the three men, partook .of the 
dangerous fish, developed no symp- 
toms of poisoning. 


The Japanese believe that by 


planting the bodies of their dead in 
the ground 
and allowing 
their 


heads to extend above they can, in 
some cases, renew 
life. 
This 


method was carried out in the case 
of Tamagawa. He was buried near 
the fence forming one boundary of 
the lane near Fort street, yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. His head 
was allowed 
to extend 
above 


ground, and a box was placed over 
t to keep out the damp air. 
The 


dead man's head, thickly matted 
with hair, and pale face presented 


ghastly appearance. 
His nose 


was almost snow white, the other 
)arts of the face being spotted 
)rown and white. 
The ears were 


drawn and pinched. 
The head 


was tilted forward, so that the chin 
almost touched tbe loose ground 
in 
which 
the 
dead 
man 


was 
buried. 
Japanese 
were 


standing 
in 
groups " around 
a 


smouldering fire talking in very 
subdued tones, glancing every now 
and then in the direction of the 
temporary resting-place of their 
deceased countryman. A nicker- 
ing lamp cast just enough light on 
the scene to render every object 
uncertain and uncanny. 
This aft- 


ernoon at 4 o'clock the body will 
be removed, in case life does not 
return by that time. 


Nishimura was laid out on a bed 


in the house near Kaumakapili 
church. His forehead was cov- 
ered with thick perspiration, and 
froth like that which comes from 
the mouth of a mad dog oozed 
from his nostrils at intervals. The 
face was ghastly white, but the 
body up to the neck wae tbe color 
of burnt skin. The upper bound- 
ary of this red color was jagged 
and extended around the neck. 


The fish eaten by the Japanese

Steamer Braunfels Brings a Large 


Number of Them.

The German steamer Brauufels, 


Werkmeister commander, arrived 
early Wednesday morning with 
732 Portuguese men, women and 
children, and 500 tone of general 
merchandise consigned to H. Hack- 
feld A Co. 


The Braunefeis, after spending 


three days at Oporto, sailed from 
that port February 6th end arrived 
at Port Delgardo four days later. 
After leaving the latter place she 
sailed directly for HonoJulu, pass- 
ing through the Straits of Magellan. 


With the exception of a number 


of heavy gales and high seas the 
voyage of the Braunfels was a very 
favorable one. Over 260 miles a 
day was averaged. This is con- 
sidered fast time for the Braunfels. 
The northeast trades were struck 
when five days from this port. 


Of the 732 Portuguese immi- 


grants landed at the quarantine 
station from the Braunfels yester- 
day afternoon, 392 are men, 180 
women and 160 children. 
The 


number taken from the Azores was 
734. There were seven deaths and 
five births on the voyage. 
The 


deaths were confined to the chil- 
dren. 


The 
immigrants were 
in a 


healthy condition. They will be 
dispatched to the respective plan- 
tations as soon as their time ex- 
pires at the quarantine station. 
Over $200 apiece was expended in 
procuring and dispatching the Por- 
tuguese laborers. 


The Braunfels will haul in from 


naval row today to discharge her 
cargo.

SUSPICIOUS DEATH. 


Aged Native Pound Dead—His Son- 


in-Law Under Arrest. 


Word was sent to tbe Police Sta- 


tion early last evening that a row 
was going on in the vicinity of 
Queen and South streets. Captain 
Scott went out and made an inves- 
tigation. On arriving at a small 
house in the locality named he 
found an aged Hawaiian dead in 
bed. Dr. Cooper was called, and 
pronounced life extinct. The dead 
man was taken to police headquar- 
ters and placed in the morgue. 


As far as can be learned, Albert 


Hermanson, a white man, is mar- 
ried to the adopted daughter of the 
old native, and all three reside in 
the house. The old man had been 
ailing for some time, but was in no 
immediate danger of death. It is 
believed Hermanson and his wife 
were quarreling, and the woman's 
adopted father attempted to quell 
the disturbance, which interference 
cost him bis life. Whether Her- 
maneon inflicted injuries on the 
old man that caused his death is 
not known, but the facts in the 
case will be learned this morning 
after a post-mortem examination 
is made of the dead body. 


Captain Scott arrested Herman- 


son and he will be held subject to 
investigation.
